She concluded by 
saying she would defy the authorities, 
and carry resolutions to the premier's 
residence herself. In an instant Miss 
Pankhurst, with a bundle of papers 
on her arms, was swept t-ff the column 
by the mob. and the square was a mass 
of excited and struggling people. 

The huge crowd moved down White¬ 
hall toward Downing street. A plat¬ 
oon of police formed a cordon across 
the road, aided by a blockade of wheel¬ 
ed conveyances. Mounted police then 
lode into the crowd, scattering It, 
while officers In plain clothes got pos¬ 
session of Miss Pankhurst after a flst 
fight with her bodyguard of East End 
youths. 

Miss Pankhurst was driven to Hol¬ 
loway Jail to serve the remainder of 
her sentence or to stay until she Is 
again released through a hunger strike. 

Several policemen were badly in¬ 
jured by kicks and blows. 

The long pilgrimage to London of 
non-militant woman suffragettes cul¬ 
minated Saturday night In a meeting 
at Hyde Park attended by fully 10,090 
women. 

Headed by banners bearing the 
motto, "Reason, Not Force.” which Is 
the battle cry of the law-abiding Na¬ 
tional Union of Women's Suffrage 
Societies, the pettlcoated battalions, 
with bands playing und banners fly¬ 
ing, swept through the four principal 
gates of the park, and converged at a 
central point where seventy speakers 
addressed them from twenty platforms. 

At the sound of a bugle a resolution 
was simultaneously adopted amid 
scenes of tumultuous enthusiasm, beg- 
gtng parliament, without further de¬ 
lay. to give women the franchise. 

The vast concourse of women is be¬ 
lieved to constitute a record in any 
political agitation. It furnished a pic¬ 
turesque and impressive spectacle and 
drew crowds of sightseers. Among the 
speakers were Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, Mrs. Charlotte Despard and a 
number of members of the House of 
Commons. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst. the mili¬ 
tant suffragette leader, made a dra¬ 
matic appearance this afternoon on the 
stage of the music hall, where the 
militants hold their weekly meetings. 
8ho was seated In an Invalid chair and 
was wrapped to shawls. 8he looked 
wan and 111 and several nurses were 
in attendance. The appearance of the 
militant leader was the signal for a 
great display of enthusiasm. Her stay 
was very brief, and she was afterward 
carried baok to the tuxicab in which 
she had arrived without being molested 
by the police. 

Mrs. Pankhurst addressed a few 
words to the meeting, assuring her 
audlenoe that victory for the cause was 
approaching. She then put her prison 
license up to auotlon. Bids were forth¬ 
coming from all parts of the house, and 
It was Anally knocked down for 1500. 

Miss Annie Kenney was rearrested 
outside the hall after a desperate strug¬ 
gle. Mounted police had been sum¬ 
moned to disperse the suffragette sym¬ 
pathisers who fiercely attacked the 
police.

Copenhagen, Denmark, July 27.—A 
train bearing a large number of emi¬ 
grant* bound for v the United States, 
was derailed to-day near Esbjerg, a 
seaport on the North Sea and plunged 
into the river.

Ottawa, July 28.—That the question 
of toll exemption on the Panama canal

American Consul in Victoria, i 
from Rear Admiral Reynolds of the 
United States Pacific Reserve Fleet 
clears up the doubt which existed 
about the coming of the- American j 
ships to this port: ,

U. S. 8. Colorado. Flagship. 

Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash-. 

July 26. 

My Dear Sir: 

In reply to your letter of July 25. 
1913, I will first state the tentative 
schedule of the U. S. S. California and 
West Virginia. 

The California Is due to visit, Vic¬ 
toria,. July 30. August 2. The West 
Virginia will be at Victoria August 
4-9 inclusive. 

The 'California, heretofore, th# flag¬ 
ship of the U. 8. Pacific Fleet is now 
cruising independently and will stop at. 
Victoria while cruising among various 
ports of the Sound. 

The West Virginia Is a member of 
the Pacific Reserve fleet stationed at 
Bremerton. Since I shall be pleased 
to avail myself of your cordial Invita¬ 
tion. I shall temporarily transfer my 
flag to th# West Virginia from the 
Colorado, making the West Virginia 
the flagship of the U. 8. Pacific Re¬ 
serve fleet. 

This point was not quite clear to 
the people of Victoria and I trust you 
will explain the situation.

McLoughlin Won From Dixon 
In Deciding Set To-day in . 
Straight Sets 


Wimbledon. Eng.. July 18. — The 
ttntted Slates lawn tennla team car¬ 
ried oft the world's championship 
trophy to-day when Maurice E. Mc- 
Ixmghlln, of California, won the fourth, 
and deciding match In the ponteat with 
England for the Davis International 
trophy. McLoughlin, the American,na¬ 
tional champion, was drawn against 
Charles P. Dixon and won In straight 
sets. 8-8, 8-8, 8-2. 

The first set was hard-fought but 
Dixon was In the load only once. As 
soon as McLoughlin* steadied down to 
bis task he had the Englishman at his 
mercy. The second and third sets 
were easy for the brilliant American, 
who was playing at the top of hla 
game. There was an Immense crowd 
in the stands. Summer skies and % 
high temperature greeted the players. 
These conditions suited the America* 
competitors better than the weather 
prevailing during the preceding two 
d^ys. McLoughlin especially profited 
by the heat. 

Dixon had shown considerable confi¬ 
dence before the game started, declar¬ 
ing in characteristic slang: "I am go¬ 
ing after McLoughlin bald-headed." 
The Americans took a complete rest 
yesterday. They indulged In light Um¬ 
bering up* practice on the courts in the 
morning. 

The United States lost the Davis cup 
England In 1903. Australia took it 
away from England In 1907. It remain¬ 
ed In Australia until 1912, when It was 
won by England, which has now lost 
6 to the United States. The prelim¬ 
inary contest this year was participat¬ 
ed In by seven nations—Canada, the 
United States, Australia, South Africa. 
Germany, France and Belgium. The 
United States team fought its way 
through to the final round.

WISH SCHEMES OF 
PUBLICITY TO STOP 


Those at Mass Meeting on Un¬ 
employment Pass Resolution; 
Object to Subsidies 


' tJnder the shadow of three oaks In 
(Corth Ward park yesterday afternoon 
between 300 and 400 persons heard the 
speakers in an unemployment demon¬ 
stration. Among those present wero 
several members of the executive ot 
the British Columbia Federation or 
Labor, which was in session In ti»* 
city. 

The president, Christian Sivertx. pre¬ 
aided over the gathering, and the 
speakers from the federation were 
.Vice-Presidents J. Kavanagh, Van¬ 
couver; James Cuthbertson, o(. Green¬ 
wood; J. W. Gray, of Fernle; A. 
Watchman, of Vancouver, and Victor 
It. Midgto, the secretary. 

Others who spoke were F. J. Perrott, 
president of the Victoria Tradas and 
Labor Council; J. L. Martin, of the 
Laborers' Protective Union; Mrs. 
Baker, George Turner and George 
Oliver. Parker Williams, M. P. P., had 
a warm reception in discussing the 
causes which have led to the present- 
stringency, and his criticism . of. .the 
ilfBride government for diverting the 
resources of the province into private 
channels was warmly clifcfefSd. 

Mr. Williams referred to the condi¬ 
tions Which had created the present, 
stringency, and declared that so much 
subsidisation had been’ made to the' 
groat railway companies that the 
capital of the country had become col¬ 
lected In a few hands, The. government 
did not show a desire to assist the 
municipalities, which 'were the worst 
affected by the impossibility of carry¬ 
ing on new work. 

He asked why It was that great 
sums of money could be found for the 
provincial university while the govern¬ 
ment would not come to the help of 
the school boards, which were borrow¬ 
ing money at excessive rates of Inter¬ 
est in order to keep the schools open, 
the only schools, he might remind his 
hearers, at which their children would 
ever have the advantage of an educa¬ 
tion. 

He quoted some figures to show tha» 
while living was cheaper on the Amer¬ 
ican side, tiie average of wages was 
about |40 more than on the Canadian 
side per annum. It was not remark¬ 
able. he declared, that there had been 
a considerable movement of men back 
to the American side recently. While 
conditions were prosperous this gov¬ 
ernment had taken every credit to 
Itself, and it certainly'must face the 
music when the circumstances altered. 
The government showed no Inclination 
to meet the situation by helping the 
puhllo bodies to commence work. If 


these conditions of unemployment pre¬ 
vailed In the middle of summer, what 
would they be in winter?

The mining members of the execu- 1 
tlve. Messrs. Cuthbertson and Grey, 
both spoke of the labor situation in the; 
Boundary and Crow's Nest country,! 
and of the effect of the pinch upon the 
metalliferous mining districts. 

The following resolution was submit¬ 
ted to the meeting, and carried; 

Whereas the wording people of this 
city and province are suffering from 
■Want of the necessities of life as a re¬ 
sult of lack of employment; and 

Whereas the chief causes responsible 
for the said lack of employment are (a) 
the various Immigration systems and 
publicity schemes encouraged or sanc¬ 
tioned by the authorities, (b) the pri¬ 
vate control of natural resource* and 
the means of production, which control 
permits production to proceed only at 
and for profit to the owner. 

Therefore be it resolved that, this 
gathering of workers and citlsens pro¬ 
tests against the immigration system 
and publicity schemes In all their de¬ 
tails as now carried on and supported 
by the municipal, provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments; and demands that 
all subsidies’to immigration and pub¬ 
licity schemes be abandoned forth¬ 
with; 

And be It further resolved that In 
the opinion of this meeting legislation 
should be passed that would empower 
the said municipal, provincial and fed¬ 
eral authorities to assume control of 
and operate Industries, or any of them, 
within their respective Jurisdictions, 
whew, by so doing, above recited condi¬ 
tions of the working people would be 
remedied or avoided; also that a copy 
of this resolution be forwarded to the 
Trades and Labor Council for endorsa- 
Uon, with the request that such en¬ 
dorsed copy be forwarded to the above- 
mentioned authorities, as well as to the 
British Columbia Federation of Labor 
and to the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada.

Is this standing for a white Canada? 
When we have to pay $7.80 a ton for 
coal that Is dug out of the earth by 
Chinamen for 86c? Then there Is the 
whaling Industries (Canadian Northern 
also) Chinamen and Japs handling the 
peoples whales that the owners may 
obtain large dividends, This Is only 
two cases out of numerous others. Now 


the beauty of it all Is this, there Is the 
sum of 8600 paid for each Chinaman 
landing. This money doa* not come 
from China, but Is advanced by some¬ 
one here.

Tenders Per Mooh Material far Seeks 
Waterworks Will be Csmplatad. 

Thursday will see the close of the 
tenders for a large quantity of ma¬ 
terial for Sooke waterworks, for on 
that day the sub-tenders, which It Is 
felt desirable should be let by con¬ 
tract, representing almost every class 
of work In connection with this large 
undertaking, will be received by the 
water commissioner. 

Then It will be possible to break 
sway from the policy of marking time. 
Borne real work will now be under¬ 
taken, for which the portion s4» far 
done alnce the city took over the con¬ 
tract has been merely a preliminary. 

Most important of the contracts now 
railed for are the two tenders for the 
concrete flow line and the steel pres¬ 
sure pipe line Into the city. Repre¬ 
senting some 86 miles In ell. It Is hoped 
that when the tenders are opened they 
will be from firms having s determin¬ 
ation to rush the work through. 

There are also tenders due on that 
date for the telephone connection be¬ 
tween Humpback and Sooke Lake, 
which Is to expedite communications 
»*etween the several parts of the un¬ 
dertaking; for the trestles, and other 
necessities for the work. The con¬ 
tractor who secures the flow line will 
have an opportunity to make use of 
the plant at hooper's Cove. Sooke har¬ 
bor, placed there by the former con¬ 
tractors. Negotiations are pending for 
a supply of local gravel to be used 
for the materials for concrete. At 


Thetis Cove, Esquimau harbor, Is the 
abandoned plant for the steel pressure 
pipe construction, the future of whtoh 
will alto be determined at the same 
time.

left leg. They had word sent to Sooke 
Harbor for’Dr. Telton and did "bat 
Httle they could to stop the flow- of 
blood. 

William Isblater and Nicholas Elulcke 
ware heard by the Jury as to the acci¬ 
dent. but neither was able to throw- 
light on the actual happening, nor *.o 
do more than surmise how II took 
place. Whether Isbtatyr got crushed 
between the cars or slipped and had 
bis leg crushed by a wheel of the train 
la not known. He wag not run over 
but the flesh had the appearance of 
being squeeged with terrible pressure, 
and there were three long and deep 
cuts In It which accounted for the 
heaTY bleeding. 

Constable Owens, of the provincial 
police was sent out as soon as word 
was received here of the accident, 
which was about half past four o'clock, 
and he made a quick run out by motor 
car, bringing the body hi that night.

Governor Douglas, of British Opium- | 
bis, sent troops to San Juan Island 6$ 
years ago to-day. and the question of 
the ownership of the little Island reach- | 
ed a critical stage. The Oregon treaty 1 
of 1849 did not cover the point at 
issue, and both Great Britain and the 
United States claimed the island, 
which was of strategical Importance 
on account of Its commanding the 
straits between British v Columbia and 
the United States territories. Early in 
July, 1869. Gen. Harney seat United 
States soldiers to San Juan “to pro¬ 
tect the American settlers." On the 
twenty-seventh of the month Governor 
Douglas also sent troops. The Jotal 
occupation promised serious trouble, 
but the British Columbia executive, al¬ 
though he had a naval force at hand, 
exercised great moderation, and a 
few months later Gen, Harney .was 
superseded by the more pacific Gen. 
Winfield Scott, who made conciliatory 
overtures which were accepted by Gov. 
Douglas. A temporary truce was 
patched up and continued until 1972, 
when the German Emperor, ar arbitra¬ 
tor. awarded the istand to thb United 
States.

Anthony Burns, for msny years the 
leading mlniMter to the negro Baptists 
of Canada, died at St. Catharines. Ont.. 
61 years ago to-day. Burns, bom u 
slave In Viriglnla, escaped from the 
South and reached Boston, where ho 
was arrested under the fugitive slave 
law. Wendell Phillip*. Theodore Parker 
and other abolitionists, held a protest 
meeting on Faneull hall, and Thomas 
W. Higglnson headed a party Which 
made an unsuccessful attempt to res¬ 
cue the ffegro. Burns was returned to 
Ids owner, but a subscription Was 
raised In Boston to purchase his free- 
dom. and the ex-slave, after studying 
theology, came to this country to be¬ 
gin his ministry, and remained In 
Canada until his death.

Eiiglend. that will fill 
this vast spa. # and divide this great 
l-onlon of the globe with the Upon lard, 
who is possessed of the other half. It 
Is my humble opinion that the French 
name may be rooted out. If our gov¬ 
ernment aflll follow the blows they 
have given and prosecute the waf- with 
the vigor It requires." Casing at the 
moss-grown ruins and grassy mounds 
of the Louis burg of to-day. It Is diffi¬ 
cult to real Use how Important the "Im¬ 
pregnable" fortress once was. When 
Amherst and Wolfe appeared before 
Loulsburg In June, 1758. the French 
tinder Drucour abandoned their out¬ 
posts and retired within the fortress. 
From the 8th of June until the 2«th of 
July the defenders gallantly answered 
the terrific hammering of the English 
guns. On the latter date the last of the 
Freuch gun* fired Its Anal shot, an.l 
the shattered works stood open to as¬ 
sault. Drucour sought to make terms, 
but Amherst offered nothing but "un¬ 
conditional surrender.” The English 
occupation commenced on the 27th, and 
op the following day the banner of 
England was hoisted over Cape Breton.

FIRST THINGS 


July «. 

The first rebellion against tl^e federal 
government In the United 8tates was 
the "whiskey Insurrection” of western 
Pennsylvania, whloh had its beginning 
122 years ago to-day, when a meeting 
was held In Brownsville, Pa., to pro¬ 
test against the Imposition of an excise 
tax on spirits distilled from grain. This 
measure had been deviled by Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton to bring revenue Into 
the treasury of the infant republic. It 
provided for a tax of from 9 to 25 cents 
a gallon, according to the strength of 
the liquor. The farmers of western 
Pennsylvania were hard hit by the tax. 
Owing to the high cost of transporta¬ 
tion, they could make a living out of 
grain growing only by converting the 
product of their fields Into liquor. 
Feeling ran high after the Brownsvllte 
meeting, and one of the tax collectors 
was tarred and feathered. President 
Washington issued a proclamation In 
which he "earnestly exhorted and ad¬ 
monished’* the rebellious farmers, but I 
they paid no heed to 1L Five hundred 
strong, they attacked the house of Gen. J 
Neville, Western Pennsylvania revenue 
collector, and in the battle the leader 
of the Insurrection, John Holcroft. or 
"Tom the Tinker." was killed. The In¬ 
surrection was finally put down by 
federal troope under "Llghthorse” 
Harry Lee. 

July M. 

The first step toward establishing 
the foreign mission* movement In 
America was taken 197 years ago to¬ 
day, when a few students of Williams 
College, at Will lame town, Msrf., met 
to bold 6H, open-air prayer meeting^ 
Rain forced them to seek refuge In the 
shelter of a haystack, where they con¬ 
tinued their devotions. While the 
storm was In progress Samuel J. Mills 
announced to his companions a plan 
for sending missionaries to foreign 
,lands and the ultimab evangelization 


of the whole world. The scheme so 
appealed to the college boys that they, 
banded themselves together as the 
“Society of Brethren," and determined 
to devote themselves to foreign mis¬ 
sions. Out of this society, in 1819, 
came the American Board of Commis¬ 
sioners for Foreign Missions. On July 
28, 1867, a monument was dedicated 
on the site of the "haystack meeting." 
It bears the Inscription, "The Birth¬ 
place of American Foreign Missions, 
1809."
